Council was responding to an issue 
introduced before the September 10 meeting by Mark Davis, 
president of the Woodland Hills Community Association, 
who had petitioned council to take action on the situation. 
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Senior Co-op Question, Development, 
Motives Dominate Candidates Forum

The Gray Panthers held 
a candidates forum on Sat¬ 
urday, October 14 in the 
Greenbelt Community 
Church. Although held less 
than 48 hours after the Citi¬ 
zens for Greenbelt forum, 
more than 30 interested cit¬ 
izens gathered to hear the 
five incumbents and four 
challengers for more than 
two hours. Questions ranged 
across a spectrum of inter¬ 
ests and topics, including 
the proposed senior citizen 
housing building, overdevel¬ 
opment, parkland, the Roos¬ 
evelt Center Mall, the indoor 
swimming pool and other 
subjects. Regina McNeill of 
the Prince Georges County 
League of Women Voters 
served as moderator. 

Senior Housing 

The question generating the 
most intense discussion concern¬ 
ed the proposed senior citizen 
apartments. Ann Pisano asked 
the candidates if they would hon¬ 
or the results of the senior hous¬ 
ing “referendum” — yes or no. 

Mayor pro tem Joseph Isaacs, 
the first to answer, corrected her, 
explaining that the question of 
whether the city should lease city 
land, for a nominal fee, to a coop 
for a senior housing building was 
not a referendum question. It is 
only one of many advisory ques¬ 
tions on a survey to be filled out 
on election day by voters. The 
committee requesting the lease 
is seeking land on which tc* build 
a coop apartment building, either 
Parcel 12, at the east end of the 
lake park, or Parcel 2, at the end 
of Hamilton Place, recently pur¬ 
chased for parkland. Isaacs 
also pointed out that such ques¬ 
tionnaires are answered by a 
small number of voters. 

In answer to Pisano’s question, 
Isaacs said he would have to 
weigh all the factors and con¬ 
sider the strength of support of 
the issue. He said he was not 
sure if there were 100 Greenbelt- 
ers who would like to live in the 
proposed senior apartment coop. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said he 
would keep an open mind about 
whether the city should lease 
parkland to a group. He assur¬ 
ed Pisano that the council would 
work with the senior housing 
committee to look at all possi¬ 
bilities. He supported the con¬ 
cept of a senior housing com¬ 
plex, for it is an innovative ans¬ 
wer to a region-wide problem. 


NEW VOTING PLACE 

-Sixth Precinct voters for 
the Nov. 7 council election 
will vote at the new Police 
Station at the intersection of 
Crescent and Ridge Roads, 
across from “Buddy” Attick 
Park. There will be no voting 
at North End School,. 


He mentioned that there was a 
need to have community-wide 
support in order to be success¬ 
ful. 

Challenger Rodney Roberts 
maintained he would be for it on 
a non-wooded site, but not on 
the lake park site. 

Councilmember Antoinette 
Bram thought there was a need 
for senior housing, but that an 
outside survey was probably 
needed. The city has to be care¬ 
ful when using green space that 
policies are not in conflict, Bram 
cautioned. She mentioned other 
options to difficulties faced by 
seniors such as businesses that 
will mow lawns, or run errands 
for a fee. 

Challenger Konrad Herling al¬ 
so believed there was a need for 
senior housing. Who would pay 
for the construction costs ? he 
asked, noting that if the federal 
government pays, the housing 
would be open to non-Greenbelt 
residents. Herling maintained 
that affordable housing and pre¬ 
servation of green space could 
both be achieved, but that in the 
past, with the school issue, the 
city has not done so well. 

The concept of senior hous¬ 
ing was also supported by chal¬ 
lenger Ruth Kastner. But she 
cautioned that there were legal 
concerns connected with both 
sites: Parcel 2 was purcha~e'- 
with funds from the $6 million 
bond issue and Parcel 12 was 
purchased with open space funds 
(and would have to be replaced 
with land purchased by the city 
—reporter’s note). Kastner said 
she would take into account both 
answers to the legal questions 
and public support for a senior 
housing complex. 

Challenger Roy Dahl said he 


would not be bound by public 
opinion. He added that the needs 
of seniors should be supported 
in other ways also, such as 
meals on wheels. Councilmem¬ 
ber Edward Putens said that he 
supported senior housing because 
he knew from experience within 
his family what it means to need 
remedial care. He said there will 
still be a public hearing and full 
presentation of all the facts on 
the senior housing issue. 

Council member Thomas White, 
said he supports the concent of 
leased land, for it was within the 
Greenbelt tradition. The problem 
is location, he said, and the in¬ 
formation the questionnaire will 
provide is needed. 

A woman responded to the 
answers from the candidates by 
sayine that a lot of seniors have 
enough funds but need afford¬ 
able, one-story apartments with¬ 
in a complex that had adequate 
security and an elevator. 

Overdevelopment 

Esther Webb said that she 
and her friends were concerned 
with development and overdevel¬ 
opment and asked the candidates 
what ideas they had to slow it 
down or to stop development in 
Greenbelt. 

“My favorite subject,” quipped 
Kastner and mentioned she had 
formed a county group con¬ 
cerned with this issue. Ihere is 
a need to get the citizens out 
to meetings and officials do re¬ 
spond, she maintained. 

Dahl said the best should be 
demanded for Greenbelt — the 
best materials used in building 
and the best site plans. Those 
demands will keep development

Options Considered 

City Manager James Giese 
said he had considered a three- 
wtay stop sign at the intersection 
of North way and Woodland Way. 
However, a subsequent survey 
showed that a three-way stop 
would cause parking problems 
for homeowners on both streets. 
The sign would also have to be 
placed m such a way that possi¬ 
ble traffic accidents would occur. 
The idea of placement of a sign 
was thus abandoned. 

The Police Department then 
conducted a traffic survey on 
North way in unmarked cars. Po¬ 
lice Chief James Craze revealed 
that over 50 percent of the vehi¬ 
cles traveling Northway exceed 
30 m.p.h. The speed limit is 25. 
He stated that in similar situa¬ 
tions most of the speeding driv- 
vers are residents of the area.. 

In response to Davis' second 
concern, that many of the Pnb^c 
Works employees are exceeding 
the limit, the city has notified 
employees that if they speed 
they will be ticketed. 

Davis' last request was an ev¬ 
aluation of the feasibility of 
making North way one-way 
northbound between Woodland 
Way and Hillside. Giese advis¬ 
ed, however, that a one-way road 
would be an inconvenience to 
residents of all three roaAs. In¬ 
stead he suggested that parking 
be permitted on both sides of 
the road. He stated that roads 
of similar width in the city allow 
parking on both sides and that 
traffic is therefore slower. 

At the October meeting Davis 
expressed concern that children 
might stray from behind cars 
and wa&k into traffic, to which 
Giese suggested construction of 
sidewalks as a solution. 

Several Woodland Hills resi¬ 
dents raised the question of who 
would take up the cost of the 
sidewalks. Mayor Weidenfeld 
said that it was something that 


Dredging and Construction Begin 
To Rejuvenate Greenbelt Lake

Work will begin any time 
now dredging out silt and 
building settling ponds to 
help clean up and reju¬ 
venate Greenbelt Lake. It is 
estimated the project could 
take two months. During 
that time the water level of 
the lake will be lowered by 
six feet to facilitate the 
work. Some of the paths will 
be closed to the public; no¬ 
tices of path closings will be 
posted at the park entrances 
and in the News Review and 
will be updated periodically. 

The city council, at its regu¬ 
lar meeting on Tuesday, October 
10, accepted the bid of Seascape, 
Inc. of Warrenton, Va. at $131, 
900 to undertake the project. 
Council had given the project 
the go ahead last fall and had 
been waiting to get construction

could be discussed if the side¬ 
walks would be placed. 

It was generally agreed Oct. 
10 that speeding traffic is a prob¬ 
lem. Pcfice patrol of the road 
has been increased. No further 
action was taken. 

Frankfort Drive 

At city council's request a let¬ 
ter was sent to Board Directors 
at Windsor Green Homeowners' 
Association, Greenbrook Estate 
Homeowners Association, Green¬ 
brook Homeowners Association 
and Greenbrook Village Home- 
owners Association requesting 
advice on suggestion's to make 
Frankfort Drive one-w°v 
Greenbelt Road to Windsor 
Green or permit right-han ^ s 
only onto Greenbelt Road from 
Fra ikfort Drive. 

Windsor Green, wHch is most 
directly affected, indicated that 
the overall community has not 
voiced any specific complaints. 
The Beard has not made specific 
recommen cations to the city. It 
did request to be advised on the 
impact on surrounding streets if 
Frankfort Drive is partially or 
totally closed at Greenbe't Road, 
and that the safety of residents 
be given top priority. 

A majority of Greenbrook Vil¬ 
lage preferred making Frankfort 
Drive one-way. Greenbrook Es¬ 
tates Board voted to make Frank¬ 
fort Drive a right turn only lane. 
The Board a'so requested that a 
“hidden entrance” sign be placed 
on Greenbelt Road, that trees be 
cut back for a better view from 
Frankfort Drive, and that traffic 
ligh ts at Ha rover Parkway and 
Mandan Parkway be synchron¬ 
ized. The first and the third re¬ 
quests to be made to the State 
Highway Administration, and 
the second has already been 
made to Windsor Green manage¬ 
ment since the trees are on Wind¬ 
sor Green property. 

Council took no action to mod¬ 
ify the intersection, given the 
lack of consensus among the 
nearby residents. They did a- 
gree to ask the State Highway 
Administration to post a “Hid¬ 
den Entrance” sign. 

Other Actions 

Several resolutions were intro¬ 
duced for first reading: 

• An ordinance to repeal and re¬ 
enact the city's deferred compen¬ 
sation plan which will rescind the

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Not For Private Gain 

It is shocking to hear that 
some persons believe that the 
proposed senior housing coopera¬ 
tive is organized as a “private 
venture” for private gain. The 
cooperative 'will be open to all 
older G reen belters. It is expec¬ 
ted that the planned number of 
units will meet the needs of all 
Greenbelt residents currently ap¬ 
plying. If not, if desired, it 
could ! be expanded. 

When Greenbelt was built 
there was a dream that it would 
be an ideal community meeting 
the needs of all residents, includ¬ 
ing those of all income levels. 
Now, those early residents (who 
worked to organize our Green¬ 
belt Homes that bought the 
homes, land and trees we now own 
and control), together with other 
Greembelters. find that these 
homes no longer meet their phy¬ 
sical needs. We now need to ex¬ 
pand our local cooperatives to 
provide eldehiy housing for all 
Greenbelters of all income levels 
who need it. 

Inasmuch as there is no feder¬ 
al, state, or local grant money a- 
viailable, the only way a senior 
housing project here can be built 
now is through a cooperative 
housing project with residents 
buying in. 

In the planned senior coopera¬ 
tive no purchaser will make any 
money. When residents sell, the 
unit must be returned to the co¬ 
operative for resale to the next 
person on the waiting list, with 
preference given to Greenbelters. 
The city will still own the land 
and benefit from having a senior 
facility at no cost to the taxpay¬ 
er. 

When Green Ridge was first 
planned, it was postponed for 
many years because of apprehen¬ 
sion about the impact of a low- 
income project on our commun¬ 
ity, None of these fears material¬ 
ized, Green Ridge is an excellent 
addition to our community, but 
it is not enough, I hope that 
Greenbelt will not let senior 
housing again become a divisive 
■issue and postpone a much-need¬ 
ed elderly housing for years. 
When voting please fill out the 
city questionnaire indicating your 
support for senior housing.

Not Unfair 

There iis nothing unfair about 
the protposal for the city to lease 
land at a nominal fee for a non¬ 
profit senior housing cooperative. 

The proposed blousing co-op, 
like ouir present co-op supermar¬ 
ket and service station, will be 
genuinely nonprofit. According 
to the articles of incorporation, 
in case our present co-op were 
to be dissolved, any surplus 
would go to the City of Green¬ 
belt. Profits on member purch¬ 
ases go into reserves, after pay¬ 
ment of local, county, state and 
federal income taxes. 

The housing co-op will be or¬ 
ganized in the same manner. Co¬ 
op owners will take the risks, 
but will take with them when 
they leave only what they put 
into it, adjusted up or down ac¬ 
cording to the changes in cost of 
living. Any surplus will be for 
the use of the residents while in 
Greenbelt, but it will stay for¬ 
ever in Greenbelt. 

If the housing is to be for 
lower and middle-income seniors, 
it must have help from the city. 
The present proposal will not 
cost the city, but will be a source 
of additional revenue to both the 
city and county. 

The City of Greenbelt, wouldn’t 
exist if it hadn’t been for con¬ 
structive use of government. 
Senior housing in Greenbelt will 
not happen without constructive 
government-cooperative action!

OPEN LETTER 

To Mayor and Council: 

For several years we have 
followed with interest the various 
proposals of the Housing Com¬ 
mittee of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Co-op, Inc. for the development 
of a cooperative senior citizen 
apartment building. 

While we recognize that there 
might be a need for additional 
senior housing in Greenbelt, we 
do not believe that a privately 
owned apartment building or 
complex should be constructed on 
land owned, donated or leased by 
the city. 

Ever since we moved to Green¬ 
belt 27 years ago, the city has 
been trying to reacquire some of 
the green space that was a part 
of the original planned commun¬ 
ity. When the housing coopera¬ 
tive made its original purchase 
from the government in 1952, it 
acquired 709 acres of vacant 
land. Within three years, the co¬ 
operative decided it could not af¬ 
ford the taxes on this land, and 
it sold most of it to a private 
developer who in turn sold it to 
various groups and other develop¬ 
ers. For 27 years we have heard 
people bemoaning this land sale, 
and for 27 years the city has 
slowly reacquired small parcels 


of it through the sale of bonds 
and open space grants. 

Now, at a time when we are 
trying to acquire what remains 
of our original green belt, we are 
being asked to donate (or lease 
for $1 a year) a portion of our 
green space for an apartment 
building. At a time when we are 
spending city tax and bond mon¬ 
ies and seeking grants totaling 
several million dollars for the 
purchase of valuable green space, 
we are being asked to turn over 
other valuable space for the con¬ 
struction of a privately owned 
apartment complex. 

One of us is a senior citizen 
and the other is rapidly approa¬ 
ching that status. During the 
past few months, we have sold 
0 ’ir komo in Uakewood and moved 
back to G.H.I, to what will be our 
“retirement home.” In the future, 
if we become unable or unwill¬ 
ing to maintain our home, we 
will sell it and purchase a con¬ 
dominium apartment in Green¬ 
belt or Westchester Park. It is 
not the resnon^ihili+v of Greenbelt 
taxpayers to subsidize the hous¬ 
ing of financially able senior cit¬ 
izens, which is what providing 
free land for such housing would 
be. 

We strongly supported the con¬ 
struction of Green Ridge House 
by the city for seniors of lower 
incomes. We do not support the 
providing of dearly acquired 
green space for privately owned 
housing of any kind.

Human values must enter into 
the equation on land use.

Editor's Note: Greenbelt Park, a 
federal facility, is on a part of 
the tract on Which the federal 
government builit the original 
town of Greenbelt, and is indhid- 
ed within the city's corporate 
limits. Ho-wever, When the fed¬ 
eral Public Housing Administra¬ 
tion sold the city in 1952 to the 
Greenbelt Veterans Housing Cor¬ 
poration (later Greenbelt Homes, 

Inc.), 1,148 acres of land south 
of Greenbelt Road were excluded 
from the sale. This excluded 
acreage was later dedicated by 
the federal government to the 
National Capital Planning Com¬ 
mission for a recreation area, 
and is mow known as Greenbelt 
Park. 

Data Not Valid 

I notice that the city is once 
again wasting time and money 
by distributing a questionnaire 
at the polls.

Greenbelters said their farewells to an old and faithful 
friend this week. The Reverend Kenneth Cook Buker, Sr„ 
died at the Magnolia Gardens Nursing home in Lanham on 
October 19. He was 93. 

A retired minister, the Rev. 

Buker had lived in Greenbelt for 
25 years and had been actively 
involved in its affairs and ac¬ 
tivities. Nearly blind, neverthe¬ 
less he could be seen up until 
the time of his illness, walking 
to the post office, the center, 
and the city offices, having mem¬ 
orized the streets so that he knew 
his way. He offered a cheery 
greeting to anyone who crossed 
his path. Some Greenbelters will 
remember meeting him thus. 

Trusting in the goodness he felt 
for everyone, he might accost a 
“friend” in the post office and 
ask who his letter was from. 

Others will remember his steady 
attendance at city council meet¬ 
ings. Sometimes he was the only 
one present besides the reporter. 

Rev. Buker was an active 
member of the Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board (PRAB) 
for years. He did his job so well 
that PRAB has asked that a 
member be added to the board 
and that that member be a 
clergyman. 

His love for Greenbelt was 
apparent by the many organiza¬ 
tions he worked with and for. 

His interest in the younger mem¬ 
bers of the community was ex¬ 
pressed by his involvement in 
the Boy Scouts of America. In 
Greenbelt he could be seen at 
scout meetings talking to the 
boys and helping them with their 
badgework. 

In the ’40s he was appointed 
Boy Scout Commissioner for 
Prince Georges County, serving 
until 1988. He served as chap¬ 
lain of the Patuxent Scout dis¬ 
trict and was the recipient of 
the first Award in Merit in 
Scouting issued in Prince Georges 
County in 1972. 

On the other end of the snec- 
trum, the Rev, Buker and his 
wife had been active members 
of the Greenbelt Golden Age 
Club where he had served as 
president and chaplain. He also 
worked hard for the senior citi¬ 
zen lounge and for a senior citi¬ 
zen building. 

His many other activities in 
Greenbelt include life member¬ 
ship in the Greenbelt Lions Club, 
in which he was also chaplain; 
secretary of the Member Advis¬ 
ory Council of the Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services; and the board, of 
the Credit Union. 

Although he was retired, he 
preached fr*>m time to time in 
local churches. 

These, and many other activi¬ 
ties led to his being named 
Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen 
in 1976? In accepting the plaque 
he said, “It is a great honor to 
be considered the citizen of the 
year, a great honor to be a 
citizen of Greenbelt, . 

Born in Vermont, Rev. Buker 
moved to this area in 1917 and 
had lived in Greenbelt for 25 
years. He attended American and 
George Washington Universities, 

The Mount Herman Theological 
School in Massachusetts and the 
local College of Christian Educa¬ 
tion. 

He served in the Army during 
World War I. From 1920 until 
the mid-fifties he worked for the 
Treasury Department and for 
what is now the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service. He served as busi¬ 
ness secretary for the downtown 
(D.C.) YMCA. 

Rev, Buker had served several 
area Presbyterian and Christian 
churches, retiring in 1960. He was 


presented an Honored Minister’s 
pin at University Christian 
Church in Hyattsville for his 
many years of ministry prior to 
retirement and the ministry he 
continued to perform in that con¬ 
gregation and in Greenbelt. 

Rev. Buker was also a mem¬ 
ber of the YMCA Men’s Club, 
the Organized Bible Class Asso¬ 
ciation of Washington, the Old¬ 
est Inhabitants and the Court of 
King Arthur, a Christian business 
group. He was a life and charter 
member of American Legion Post 
108 in Cheverly and belonged to 
La Societe 40/8, No. 265. H e was 
chaplain of the state American 
Legion and its 40 and 8 organi¬ 
zation and was national chaplain 
of the 40 and 8 from 1959-60. 
He was also a 32nd Degree Ma¬ 
son. 

Rev. Buker and his late wife 
Katherine were married in 1919. 
In 1979 they were honored at a 
party given by the Greenbelt Gol¬ 
den Age Club on the event of 
their 60th wedding anniversary. 
They were seen constantly to¬ 
gether, she guiding him as they 
walked around the city, until she 
became ill. She died in 1988. 

He is survived by a son, Ken¬ 
neth, Charlotte, N.C.; daughters, 
Barbara Burgoon, Greenbelt; and 
Joyce E. Buker, Hollywood, Fla.; 
two brothers, eight grandchil¬ 
dren, nine great-grandchildren 
and a great-great-grandson. 

Services were held at Univer¬ 
sity Christian Church on Monday. 
Interment was at Ft. Lincoln 
Cemetery.

CITY OF GREENBELT LEAF COLLECTION PROGRAM 

The city's leaf collection program will begin the week 
of October 30. Temporary signs, advising of when leaves 
are to be collected, will be placed at all major entrances 
of areas to be collected. 

In the detached housing neighborhoods, such as Box¬ 
wood, residents should place their leaves at the edge of 
their property next to the street LEAVES SHOULD 
NOT BE PLACED IN THE GUTTERS. Placing them in 
the gutters may cause the storm drains to clog. 

In the Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) areas, leaves 
should be bagged and kept in the yard. City crews will 
collect the leaves from each individual yard. ONLY 
LEAVES should be placed in these bags as they will be 
used for leaf compost. Any other materials, such as 
brush or rocks, should out be included. 

The Greenbelt City leaf program will continue for 
a period of eight weeks. As one area is completed and 
another one started, the signs will be relocated. As much 
advance notice will be provided as possible. 

We appreciate your cooperation in this effort. It is 
needed in order to make this project work.

DAY CARE: 

PARENTS NEED HELP TOO! 

One test of leadership is a willingness to address emerging problems before 
they become major issues. Two years ago, I initiated consideration of our pol¬ 
icy toward senior citizens. In 1989 I believe the emerging issue is day care. 
Many Greenbelt parents of young children are already concerned. My con¬ 
cern is also personal, as Becky and I have young children too. 

Greenbelt in the 1990s will be a City much changed by modern society. Most 
families already need two salaries to make ends meet; many others must be 
supported by the earnings of a single parent. Affordable day care for child¬ 
ren of working parents is a necessity, and should be available to all families 
which need it. 

Day care typically accommodates children two and up. It includes before¬ 
school and/or after-school programs for elementary school children, and is 
sometimes part of an all-day program for pre-school^hildrei^vhiclwnclude^ 
nursery school or kindergarten. 

Day care is currently provided in 
Greenbelt by the Early Learning Cen¬ 
ters at Greenbriar and Springhill Lake, 
and by individuals who provide care in 
their homes. Their services are import¬ 
ant and appreciated, but the demand for 
day care is already greater than the 
available resources. 

Space for child care has been pro- . 
posed for the new Community Center. O jip f » 

This space will not be available for two * '*■ ’ * 9 

to three years. Moreover, it is not cbvi- V 
ous that this facility will or should accommodate every day care child in Green¬ 
belt. In fact, I believe a decentralized program would be more convenient to 
parents than a single location. 

I propose that we start our planning, now. We should: 

• Conduct a survey to determine actual demands for day care services rela¬ 
tive to current resources. The city’s Community Relations Advisory Board 
should be answered to help with this effort. 

• Determine the types of services required in a comprehensive day care pro¬ 
gram. 

• Identify possible locations and providers in Greenbelt Center, Greenbelt East, 
and Springhill Lake.. Establishing a day care cooperative is one option to 
be explored, in keeping with the Greenbelt tradition. The much-praised 
Greenbelt Cooperative Nursery School may be a helpful precedent. 

• Estimate the costs and revenues required for the program, and the value 
of any assistance from higher levels of government. 

Our program should be self-financing. That is, 
those who use it should pay for it. At the same 
time, the services must be affordable. The City 
can help by providing low-cost space at the ConV 
munity Center and by helping to negotiate avail¬ 
ability of space in other parts of the City. We 
can also hope for assistance from the County, 
State and/or Federal Government — all of which' 
are taking a serious interest in this problem. 






Our children are our future. It is important to 
provide a structured, protective environment dur¬ 
ing those times when parents cannot be there. 
No matter how much times have changed, we 
should preserve the idea that growing up in 
Greenbelt should always be a special experience.

down because if the best is de¬ 
manded, then only the best de¬ 
velopers will do business in 
Greenbelt, Dahl maintained. 

Putens said the city needs its 
own traffic study. He said it was 
difficult to deal with overdevel¬ 
opment when the county has not 
been sensitive to the needs of 
Greenbelt even when the whole 
city has been behind an issue. 

White explained that the key 
was in keeping densities down, 
not giving them away. He men¬ 
tioned two instances when coun¬ 
cil did not hold developers to 
the covenants. He called for in¬ 
creased mandatory dedication, a 
moratorium if necessary, and a 
call for infrastructure to be in 
place. 

Isaacs stated the need to stick 
with the covenants and urged 
legislation requiring developers 
to do the needed road improve¬ 
ments. He cautioned that the city 
has to get ready for Metro. He 
called for studies of environmen¬ 
tal impact and impacts on the 
neighbors of that project. 

Weidenfeld commented that the 
commercial world has found out 
that Greenbelt is a great place. 
He said he has worked hard to 
get developers to reduce devel¬ 
opment and landscape their pro¬ 
jects. Council has had successes 
in reducing the amount of de¬ 
velopment, he maintained. 

Roberts felt that Greenbelt is 
already grossly overdeveloped. 
He cited his work in the Com¬ 
mittee to Save the Green Belt 
to help raise citizen awareness 
of the beauty and the need to 
save Parcel 1. 

Bram added, that nobody in the 
room was against Parcel 1. She 
said there was the need to 
ameliorate the impact of develop¬ 
ment and negotiate to acquire 
land from the Beltsville Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center (BARC). 

Herling agreed there was an 
overriding consensus to save 
green space. He spoke of trans¬ 
ferring development rights. 

Land Preferred 

Betty Timer asked the candi¬ 


dates what they would do if: 

(1) they had unlimited funds and 

(2) they had limited funds. All 
the candidates mentioned the ac¬ 
quisition of land. 

The purchase of Parcel 1 was 
chosen by seven of the nine can¬ 
didates as the project of choice 
if they had limited funds. White 
and Putens picked fixing up the 
Roosevelt Center as their project 
of choice with limited funds. 

With unlimited money to 
spend, all the candidates said the 
purchase of land would be their 
dream. 

Putens said he would want to 
buy land if he could, including 
Sunrise, and use money to de¬ 
velop Schrom Hills Park. 

“If it was pie in the sky 
you know what I’d want,” said 
White, and then referred to his 
ad in the October 12 issue of the 
News Review. 

Kastner said she would like to 
see Parcel 1 and land in Green¬ 
belt East bought if she had un¬ 
limited funds. Weidenfeld, Isaacs 
and Herling also said they would 
buy land with unlimited funds. 
Once it's gone, it’s gone, com¬ 
mented Weidenfeld. 

Bram said she would like to 
see all the vacant land on the 
BARC property bought. Roberts 
went further, saying he would 
buy all of Greenbelt East and 
Springhill Lake and turn it back 
into the green space it was meant 
to be. 

Dahl said that with unlimited 
funds he would like to see some 
of the projects the others men¬ 
tioned. Plus he said he would 
like to see his dream—all of 
Greenbelt easily reached by walk¬ 
ing paths and a good network of 
bike paths. 

Roosevelt Center 

One man asked whether the 
candidates would like to see the 
Roosevelt Center owned by the 
city or a combination of city and 
private owners. 

Isaacs said it would be good if 
there were “private owners 
that worked with council.” He 
thought anchor stores were need¬

ed. He said he entertained the 
possibility of looking into pub¬ 
lic ownership but the price is 
$2 million. 

Weidenfeld explained that un¬ 
der the city’s charter the city 
could only own lands for recrea¬ 
tional purposes. He felt the op¬ 
timum was to have a private 
owner with a “feel” for Green¬ 
belt, like Rouse. 

Roberts said he would not like 
to see the Roosevelt Center 
owned by the city, but maybe by 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

Bram said she suggested years 
ago condemning the “green 
space” around the Center all the 
way to Braden field, getting the 
land and then reconcessioning it 
out. 

Herling felt that the Center 
needed a merged effort of public 
and private. To get the ball roil¬ 
ing he would call a meeting with 
public groups from the federal 


level on down, including the his¬ 
toric trust people. 

Kastner said the city needs to 
have a role in seeing that the 
Center gets fixed up. She sug¬ 
gested a cooperative effort among 
the merchants. 

Dahl called the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter “a jewel”. He said a restau¬ 
rant would be good and indicat¬ 
ed the idea of a cinema and 
drafthouse should be listened to 
carefully. 

Putens felt services like a 
hardware store were needed and 
that a cafe and theatre would 
be good ideas. 

White saw community owner¬ 
ship as the answer, a coopera¬ 
tive which the city could assist 
with financing. He believed the 
Post Office should remain in the 
Center. 

Why Run? 

All the candidates were asked 
by the Gray Panthers why they 
wanted to run for council. The 
theme of civic responsibility and 
wanting to have an impact on 


Greenbelt ran through the an¬ 
swers 

White proclaimed that he 
could have an effective role on 
the decision making process that 
affects the future of Greenbelt. 
He explained he felt strongly 
about the character of Greenbelt 
and had been active as a citizen 
activist in the 1960s. 

Putens explained that h* 
grown up in a small town with 
lots of programs and activities 
and wanted to see the same in 
Greenbelt. He said he was the 
first candidate to run from the 
east part of town and ran when 
the concern there was over 
crime and wanted council to take 
action on this issue. 

Dahl said he would like to 
bring people together, help cre¬ 
ate a community spirit and leave 
his imprint on the town. 

Kastner said she ran because 
she had not always been satis¬ 
fied with council decisions. She

thought they could do more on 
issues related to over-develop¬ 
ment, such as never giving away 
covenants to developers. Council 
could mobilize the power of the 
people to attend county meetings 
en masse and show the strength 
of Greenbelt citizen support. 

Herling said he wanted to be 
on council to help restore a sense 
of direction and purpose as to 
what makes Greenbelt special 
and to restore the “new town” 
vision that was originally Green- 
belt’s. He especially mentioned 
creating a city department of 
planning and organizing city¬ 
wide support to show up at coun¬ 
ty and planning meetings en 
masse to demonstrate Greenbelt’s 
positions. 

Bram cited her educational and 
experience qualifications and her 
ability to cooperate and work 
with others. She would help make 
the tough decisions on what pro¬ 
jects Greenbelt will have and 
that her stance would always be 
clear. 

“I am not a politician, I ani 
an average resident that sees 
wrongs in our city government 
and wants to right them,” said 
Roberts. He explained how he 
had become involved in the Par¬ 
cel 1 issue and found out the 
views and needs of the “regular” 
persons were not being met. 

Weidenfeld said he wanted to 
see projects he had worked on 
for years come to fruition, like 
the indoor pool and the acquisi¬ 


tion of Parcel 1. He explained 
grants will be needed and that 
he could be effective in getting 
■those grants, 

Isaacs explained that his par 
ents grew up in small, active cit¬ 
ies like Greenbelt. Even though 
they went through the Nazi holo¬ 
caust they never lost their feel¬ 
ings for their former homes and 
instilled those principles in him. 
He said he firmly believes “that 
what you give to your commun¬ 
ity, you get from your commun¬ 
ity.” 

Matt Amberg asked Bram, 
“You talked of the need for 
council members to cooperate 
with others, do you mean some 
do not?” Bram said she meant 
council members need to make 
sure they have the support of 
other eouncill members before 
they propose something, and a 
council member should not be¬ 
little the city staff or turn peo¬ 
ple off. 

Amberg also asked the chat 
lengers why they entered the 
campaign and whether their de¬ 
cision was influenced by the 
school controversy and a desire 
to oust current council members 
because of their stance on the 
school issue. None of the chal¬ 
lengers said they entered the 
race because of the school con¬ 
troversy. 

Roberts reiterated he was run¬ 
ning because “I don’t think the 
people are being truly represent¬

The city council had hired con¬ 
sultants Dames & Moore, of 
Bethesda. in 1987 to study the 
water quality of Greenbelt Lake 
and to improve the existing sedi¬ 
ment forebay—the small sepa¬ 
rate body of water near the pen¬ 
insula intended to stop sediment 
from entering the lake.

Moore suggested five possible 
solutions to the sediment and 
nutrient problems. Council ac¬ 
cepted the suggestion that would 
have a minimum impact on the 
park and was close to the amount 
of money the city wanted to 
spend. 

The work will consist of build¬ 
ing a 0.39 acre forebay (small 
basin of water that will capture 
sediments), an underwater berm 
(wall) off both sides of the end 
of the peninsula, and the dredg¬ 
ing of sediments from the lake 
bottom on both sides of the pen¬ 
insula. 

The forebay will be built where 
the existing forebay is located, 
but will be bigger to capture 


ters. Over time lakes gradually 
fill in to become ponds, then 
marshes, and then fill in entirely 
to be dry land. 

This process is happening 
rapidly in Greenbelt Lake be¬ 
cause of the development in the 
core of Greenbelt, the area that 
drains into the lake. About 85% 
of this area is developed and dirt 
from this activity is one source 
of the sediment that has washed 
into the lake. 

The tests done by Dames & 
Moore show that the lake is get¬ 
ting shallower rapidly. The deep¬ 
est part of Greenbelt Lake was 
thought to be 18 feet but was 
found to be only 14 feet deep. 
Water depths on both sides of

the peninsula are very shallow. 
South of the peninsula next to 
Lakeside Drive, for example, the 
water was less than one foot 
deep. One point north of the 
peninsula was 6% feet deep but 
is now 4% feet deep. 

Excess lawn fertilizer, leaves 
and even dog feces that start on 4 
on lawns can end up in the lake 
and contribute excess nutrients. 
And the nutrients in turn lead 
to too much and the wrong kind 
of plant growth. This in turn 
can lead to depletion of oxygen 
in the lake which limits the 
amount of animal and fish life. 

The results of this can be eas¬ 
ily seen in the lake. Huge mats 
of coontail weed roam around 
the lake. Algae, plants that fGrm 
a scum-like surface on objects 
in the water, can also be seen. 
Algae needs phosphorus and 
high levels of phosphorus were 
found in Greenbelt Lake. The 
planned work on the lake should 
reduce phosphorus entering the 
lake by 32%. 

It is planned that sediments 
dredged from the lake will be 
placed on site or, if needed, at 
the PEPCO substaition site ;n 
the lake park near Crescent 
Road till dry. Then the sedi¬ 
ments will be placed at North¬ 
way fields. 

Other Projects 

Weed harvesting and work on 
the southern silt basin, near 
Charlestown North, were dis¬ 
cussed last autumn when other 
lake projects were discussed. Ac¬ 
cording to Celia Wilson, the 
city’s Planning and Development 
Coordinator, the weed harvesting 
project was not pursued for lack 
of funds and the request for state 
funds for the silt basin project 
is “pending and looks favorable.” 

Funding Facts 

The city had received a grant 
of $82,500 from the state for 
work on Greenbelt Lake that 
must be matched by $27,500 in 
city funds. The engineer’s esti¬ 
mate of the project’s cost was 
$105,000 in 1988. The city staff 
will seek additional state fund¬ 
ing that may be available. 

At the council meeting Mayor 
Pro Tern Joe Isaacs asked City 
Manager James Giese why the 
bids came in over the estimated 
price. Giese explained that it 
is now a contractor’s market 
with more projects than con¬ 
tractors to do the work and thus 
the prices are bid up.

MY VALUES AND GOALS 

Greenbelt is a statement about the way we live — the way we use our land, a spirit which fought all the way to the 
Supreme Court to save our city paper, a commitment to enhance our public safety in building a bridge linking original 
Greenbelt to Greenbriar. But we must channel these energies into planning effectively for the 1990s and beyond. 

Therefore, I propose that we: 

1. Create a department of planning. We constantly react to County designs and plans. If we are to effectively change 
this trend, we will need the tools to do the job right. 


2. Design and implement innovative yet practical alternatives to auto access to the new Metro station. We must consider 
all options. Can we utilize more frequent ride-on bus service with separate traffic lanes? Can we design sky walks provid¬ 
ing access to Metro for pedestrians and bicyclists? This may be Greenbelt’s biggest challenge of the 90s. We must start 
to meet this challenge now! 


3. Re-establish Roosevelt Center as the town center. Is there any greater embarrassment to our town than Roosevelt 
Center? All Greenbelters should be able to take pride in their center, not avoid it. 

4. Preserve Parcel 1 as Open Space. We must continue to pursue this objective with as much vigor as those who saved 
the Manassas Battlefield from becoming a shopping mall. 


5. Search for alternative solutions. For example, let's explore the possibility of transferring development rights of Sun¬ 
rise Properties. This concept preserves the rights of developers, but transfers those rights to a more suitable location. 
If we could negotiate such an arrangement, Greenbelt East could be saved of at least one source of worsening traffic. 


Greenbelt is great; not because we rest on our laurels, but because we have not been afraid to be the best we 
can be. That must always be our resolve if we are to improve our quality of life.
